serious enough to recommend that 
pupils be forbidden to drive cars 
to school, a policy already ineffect 
in some communities, and which 
others are adopting this year. 

**In spite of the fact that Andover 
provides more transportation than 
the law requires, it is recognized 
that some parents have sound rea- 
Sons for wishing their children to 
drive to school instead of coming 
on a school bus. It is also re- 
cognized that a large number of 
Students have been taught to drive 
Safely under the program of Driver 
Education, and they are doing so. 

‘*For these reasons the Andover, 
School Department does not feel 
that it is necessary to forbid the 
use of cars by pupils, but on the 
other hand, the lives of young 
people in Andover are as precious 
and their welfare as important as 
are the lives and welfare of the 
youth in the communities in which 
drastic action has been taken. The 
warning by Registrar Riley cannot 
be entirely ignored.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS _ 
The Fate Of Massachusetts 


The revelations of the two investigating committees on 
Beacon Hill, while anticipated, are still enough to make 
most taxpayers livid with anger and disgust. 

For it is obvious, : from evidence introduced at these 
hearings on the MDC and DPW that there has been a 
shocking disregard for the taxpayers in this whole shame- 
ful mess. 

The taxpayers are the ones who have been hurt most — 
because they pay the bills for the pure extravagance, the 
pork barrels of patronage and political pay-offs. 

But one of the most amazing features of this whole mess 
is the complacency with which it appears to be accepted 
by many men and women, in all walks of life. 

There is an attitude of ‘‘What can you expect? What can 
anyone do about it?’’ 

It seems that residents of Massachusetts, battered by 
the shock waves from these, and similar, hearings over 
the years, are now resigned to their fate. 

And what is this fate? 

To those who take this off-hand approach, the fate is 
obvious. 

It js living in a state that continues to have a reputation 
for investigations, wastefullness and patronage abuses, 
It is living in a state known throughout the country for its 
neglect of sensible government, where public scandals 
are often repeated because nothing is done to correct the 
abuses. 

This is the fate that many men and women resign them- 
selves, to so helpless do they feel in the face of the re- 
curring problems that never are solved. 

This is a gloomy picture, and with some justification. 

Yet other men and women have not yet given up their 
hope that Massachusetts will some day be a state that is 
noted for its level-headed government. ... government 
without scandal, without extreme waste. These people 
want a state government to be based on decency, sensible 
business administration....a government of which they 
can be proud. 

It has taken a long time for the calibre of state govern- 
ment to fall, and it may take a long time for it to be built 
up again. But this is the task facing all of us who call 
Massachusetts home. 

Let’s forget the gloom. Let’s do something about our 
problems, which exist, in large part, because too many of 
us think we can do nothing about them. It's time that 
Massachusetts residents, all of them, started the uphill 
road towards sober, sensible government, based on sound 
moral principles,
